Courses at the CMA 


The Children's Museum of

the CMA will offer two programs in Ham Radio instruction for students age 
10 - 18. The courses, held at the CMA in its ham radio station, will be 
taught by licensed amateur radio operators from the Acadiana Amateur Ra- 
dio Association (AARA). 

The Radio Merit Badge course, which must be scheduled by request, 
will provide Boy Scouts with the opportunity to earn a Radio Merit Badge 
by attending four 1-1/2- to 2-hour classes in which they will master radio 
technology theory. Boy Scout leaders may call the CMA at 232-8500 to 
schedule a series of Saturday or after-school classes for their patrols or 
troops. The cost for this CMA course is $7.50. In addition, Scouts will 
need to purchase their Radio Merit Pamphlet from the Scout office 

A six-week ham radio licensing course, beginning Thursday, October 
11, 6:00- 8:00 p.m., and continuing each Thursday through November 15, 
offers individuals age 10 and older instruction and practice designed to en- 
able them to earn a Technician-level license in ham radio. The instructors 
welcome parents and children to enroll in the course and earn their techni- 
cian's license together. In addition to the $5.00 course fee, students will 
need to purchase a $25.00 manual and pay a $14.00 fee for testing and li- 
cense. 

The CMA ham radio station is fully equipped not only for ham radio 
instruction, but to make contacts with amateur radio operators all over the 
world and beyond. In fact the AARA is making arrangements to contact 
the International Space Station via ham radio. Such communication must be 
scheduled as much as two years in advance. Watch for future announce- 
ments from the CMA regarding this exciting event. In the meantime, start 
thinking of the questions you would like to ask an astronaut in space.
